I believe that he was the old British essayist, Addison, who said 
that Modesty was the second highest virtue of mankind. I am not 
disposed to discount this estimate, but now and then it seems that 
one will justify himself in overlooking the virtuous aspects of mod- 
esty, and doa little personal publicity. Iam always interested in 
the personality of the gladiolus enthusiast and cataloguer whom | 
know of, and presume that my customers and catalogue subscrib- 
ers are likewise interested. So here are a few words about myself 
--without apologies. 


I was born in the Tall Corn State, and through 65 years have be- 
come so enthused of its great worth that I named my gladiolus 


output after my state --- TALL CORN GLADS. 


I was graduated by lowa State College at Ames with the degree of 
Bachelor of Scientific Agriculture, majoring in Horticulture, and 
all that happened in the far distant past of 1907. 


I departed from the Way which my Professors had trained me to- 
ward and engaged in University Y.M.C.A. secretaryship for a 
time, followed by Theological training, and the ministry, which 
really began in the Mission Field of the Methodist Church in 
Mexico. 


Since then the Rural Ministry of the Methodist Church has been 
my field of service, speckled all along the way with gardening 
interests, which have at last come to the deplorable state wherein 
I grow nearly two acres of glads, and catologue some of them. For 
the past 24 years I have been trying to keep up with the Glad- 
iolus profession and abreast of all that is new inthe gladiolus 
world. 
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1 ran across this in Elmer Gove’s catalogue, and, since it did not 
indicate that it was copyrighted, I am presenting it here as a warn- 
ing of what you may expect if you become a real glad fan: 

“There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a 
hobby, then a craze. There are five stages of interest in growing 
‘glads.’ First you just grow them as an amateur, same as you would 
any other flower. Then as your interest in them increases you become 
a ‘fan,’ then a ‘bug,’ then a ‘nut,’ then finally a ‘fiend. When you 
reach this final stage you are hopeless. You think of ‘glads’ all day, 
dream of them at night, spend every available minute of your time 
in the garden, talk of them, visit the shows, read all the catalogs and 
spend all your money on them. You-~- will look lovingly at the last 
flower in the fall, will handle over your bulbs in the wintertime and 
will hardly be able to wait till you can lovingly plant the bulbs in the 
spring. From then till the first bloom appears is a period of happy 
anticipation. When finally the spikes of bloom begin to appear you 
are in heaven. 

“In which class are you? I have been in the last class for years. 

“Have just heard of a still further stage of gladiolus interest. A 
man writes me that he is not a ‘fiend’ but a ‘damn fool.’ I think that 
must be the last stage.” 


Let Me Say A Few Things About My Bulbs 


1. My bulbs are grown in the soil that grows TALL CORN. 
That is an important consideration, for only when the soil has all the 
food elements which are essential for the production of luxuriant ve- 
getation can gladiolus bulbs have the vitality that is desirable for 
the production of exhibition spikes and strong, healthy bulbs. My 
entire stock has been doubly inspected by the State Entomologist and 
every shipment bears an inspection tag. The bulbs are stored in a 
separate building where temperature and ventilation can be regulat- 
ed, and fumigation conducted. 

2. The bulbs which I put in my orders are almost entirely year- 
ling stock. That is, they grew in 1947 from small bulbs produced from 
bulblets in 1946. Most of my mediums and all of my small bulbs were 
grown in 1947 from bulblets. They have all of their vitality and 
growing energy for your pleasure and profit. 

3. I price my bulbs by three sizes— Large, Medium and Small. 
In order that you may heave an idea of what these sizes mean I am 
inserting below plain lines showing the minimum length of the di- 
ameter of each size. 

Jumbos—More than 1% in. in diam. 
No. 1—From 1% to 1% in. in diam. 
No. 2—From 1144 to 1% in. in diam. 
No. 3—From 1 to 1% in. in diameter. 
No. 4—From % to 1 inch in diameter. 
No. 5—From % to % in. in diameter. 
No. 6—From % to % in. in diameter. 
No. 7—Less than % inch in diameter. 


“Large” includes sizes No. 1 and 2 and Jumbo. 

“Medium” includes sizes No. 3 and 4. 

“Small” includes sizes No. 5 and 6. 

In filling my orders I sometimes find myself short of Large size 
oulbs. I therefore substitute with size 3. Once in a while I have taken 
che liberty to substitute with size 4. However, in every such instance, 
{ more than equal the value of the Large size bulbs ordered. Don’t be 
disappointed with these 3’s and 4’s as they are very strong growers 
and producers, and will produce very good spikes and grand bulbs 
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4. EXTRAS. I find great pleasure in slipping a few extras in 
all my retail orders. I try to put in varieties which I feel sure will 
please the customer. The extras which are not listed in the catalogue 
will be from newer varieties in which the insufficiency of stock does 
not permit cataloguing. Many of them will be listed next year. 

5. As to my prices, I am not trying to undercut other growers. 
I produce quality bulbs, and price them on the basis of quality. I am 
sure that you get your full money’s worth when you purchase from 
me. My business is growing on the basis of repeat orders, and the 
commendations of cutomers to their friends. That’s the kind of busi- 
ness I want to buid up. 

6. Bulblets furnish the most economical method of getting 
started. Plant them about 2 inches deep, in trenches, as you would 
peas; give them good cultivation, and at digging time you will be 
thrilled with what you have gotten for your investment and labors. 


PLEASE NOTE THESE BUSINESS MATTERS 
BEFORE MAKING OUT YOUR ORDER: 


1. All orders accepted subject to stock and prior sales, 


2. All orders except special offers are shipped prepaid providing 
that the order amounts to $2.00 or more. If it is for less, please add 
fifteen cents for handling and shipping. However, the prepaid offer 
applies only to spring time shipment. The danger of freezing in tran- 
sit by parcel post during the winter months necessitates shipment 
prior to spring be made by express, shipping charges to be paid by 
the purchaser. I will, however, put in extra bulbs to compensate the 
customer for the parcel post which the shipment would have required 

3. A down payment is necessary on all C. O. D. orders, mini- 
mum of $1.00, or 25% of order if it amounts to more than $5.00. 

4. Some growers offer cash discounts. I cover this same general 
idea with extras, according to the size of the order. 

5. Please do not split any item that lists two or more bulbs. 
Time and paper bags are too scarce to accept any item less than 
fifteen cents. 


6. Bulblet packets will contain from 50 to 75 or more bulblets. 


%. To those who left orders for bulbs at the Elkader and 
Jones County Fairs last August: Should any of the prices charged 
you at these Fairs be higher than the prices quoted in this price list 
for any variety, I will put in sufficient extras of such varie- 
ties to more than off-set the overcharge. If the prices charged you at 
the Fairs are lower than the prices herein quoted, I will either fill the 
order as written, or advise you and make cash refund for such 
amount as you paid on these undercharged items.

9. Simplify the task of making out your order by omitting the 
numbers which are in the descriptions of the varieties. Below is an 
explanation of those numbers. 


10. What the numbers in the variety descriptions mean: 


In the following listing each variety name is preceded by a 
number. These numbers are from the North American Gladiolus 
Council classification index. Each digit has a meaning and by means 
of these numbers there is obtained uniformity of classification in the 
gladiolus shows all over the United States. The left hand digit refers 
to the width of the floret of each variety. Let us use Aladdin for an 
example. The number preceding the name is 532. The five (5) in that 
number, being the left hand digit, means that this variety has petals 
which measure more than 5% inches across, and is classed as Giant. 
A four (4) in the same position means that the floret measures from 
4% to 5% inches. A three (3) means that the floret measures from 
3% to 4% inches. I do not list anything smaller than a three hundred 
class, but there are varieties which class as 200 and 100. 


The number following a variety name is the numbor of days 
required for the variety to come to bloom. This cannot be accurate 
as soil, size of bulb, weather conditions, date of planting and other 
factors bear upon the time required to bloom. But they give a com- 
parative idea. 

11. The first figure in the price listings is the number of bulbs 
in the item, and following number is the price. For example: 2—.20 
means that two bulbs constitute the item, and priced at .20. 

I am not offering many bulblets this scason because of the scarc- 
ity of production due to the severe drought and heat the past summer

SOME INFORMATION FREQUENTLY REQUESTED 


1. I am often asked how to lengthen the flowering season. The 
following suggestions will all tend to do that: 

First—Divide your bulbs into two or more batches, and plant 
these at intervals of at least two weeks. 


Second—Purchase varieties with different lengths of flowering 
periods. A few varieties bloom some sixty days after planting, and 
others planted at the same time require about 110 days. I have indi- 
cated these flowering periods for most of the varieties herein listed. 
They are not accurate, as such matters are subject to soil condition, 
climate, the seasonal weather conditions, the cultivation given them, 
and the age and vitality of the bulbs. However, they do give a rela- 
tive idea of the time required, and by attention to these numbers one 
may be able to lengthen their gladiolus season. 


Third—Plant various sizes of bulbs. Large and Jumbo _ sizes 
bloom sooner than medium and small sizes. 


2. What can I do to control thrips? I issue a four-page leaflet 
on Glad culture which deals with many such questions as this onv, 
and is enclosed with every order sent out. But it does not have much 
to say about the method I used this past season, and which appears 
to have been completely effective. At present I recommend without 
qualification D.D.T. of 3 or 5% strength. I used 3% and had complete 
suppression of the pest, while some in my neighborhood were badly 
damaged with thrips. Apply with a duster—there are inexpensive 
ones for those who have only a few bulbs. I am of the belief that I 
would have had a bad infestation had I not used the dust. Make a 
first application when the plants are less than a foot tall, and I think 
two or three applications spread a couple of weeks apart will be suf- 
ficient for the season. Two applications completely eradicated the 
pest and I did not see a single spike showing the effects of the thrips. 


3. Do glads change color or revert to other colors? In my leaf- 
let of glad culture I have a lengthy paragraph on this subject. In it I 
state with positiveness that they do not change or revert to one col- 
or. That is done on the basis of my 24 years of experience growing 
good glads, and on the positive assertions of all the growers of the 
nation whom I have heard of. But I am told positively by numerous 
glad fans that theirs changed colors, even when the varieties were 
kept separate, and also that they had such changes take place in the 
second season after their purchase, ruling out the factor of time in 
the excess multiplication of certain varieties. Now what shall a man 
say to a woman who defies the standard explanation that is given by 
all growers? All I can say is, I don’t know why hers acted as they 
did, and that I have never had such changes take place in my gar- 
dens, and that 1 have never heard of a grower of modern glads who 
has ever haa such an experience. If you have had such experiences, 
just try some new varieties and grow them under label, and keep 
them separate, and see if you have any that change in color. Of 
course, there is always a possibility that a stray bulb may get into 
another variety. 


4. Many have asked me if bulbs change color by being stored 
in the same basket, in a mixture, or by being planted side by side. 
The answer is positively NO.
